In order to save the hcarng 
or to avoid deafness, we must 
proceed along the sound lines 
of preventing those conditions 
which are apt to lead to deaf¬ 
ness. A common cause of deaf¬ 
ness is infection of the middle 
e.ir, which passes from the 
throat up the eustachian tube 
connecting the throat and the 
middle ear. The most common 
type of such infection is the 
ordinary head cold. 

Colds are more serious in 
children than in adults. The 
eustachian tube of the child, 
as compared to that of the ad¬ 
ult, is short, straight and wide. 
Obviously, this renders infecton 
of the middle ear, via the eust¬ 
achian tube, much more likely, 
and so increases the chances 
of damage to the hearing ap¬ 
paratus which often follow;-, 
middle ear infection 

Catarrh means a chronic in¬ 
flammation. A frequent cause 
of nasal catarrh is the deform¬ 
ity of the septum which divides 
the nose into two parts. We 


are told that the septum is not 
infrequently put out of its pio 
per place by falls on the lice 
which occur when the child is 
learning to walk. 

A great deal has been writ¬ 
ten and said about ton.,! 1 . and 
adenoids. We do not suggest 
that pll tonsils be iciaovcd 
but when they are found to be 
diseased, there is no d i • ■: • 
but that they should come out. 
Adenoids should be removed 
The decision as to the need 
for removal in any particular 
child should be made by tin- 
doctor who exmiues tl, ■ child 
and so knows the actual i 
dition of the nose and-throat. 

Where adenoid ■ .. ,• 

with breathing, or when oiil.'V 
tonsils or adenoids are part of 
a general catarrhal condition of 
the nose and throat, they p’ay 
an important part in bringing 
about loss of hearing. The 
same may be said of the im¬ 
properly balanced diet 01 the 
particular articl; of i.iet. whii h 
causes the stuffed-up nose. In 
such case, attention to the diet 
i indicated. 

To sum up, v.e would- say 
that, in order to preserve hear 
ing, ii is essential that, dur¬ 
ing the earlier years of life, at 
teuton be given, to the prevent 
ion of infections, such ,a a the 
common cold and the ordinary 
communicable diseases, 01 , if 
they do occur, their prompt 
and proper treatment. Falls and 
blows on the fare should not 
be neglected, and the diet, ton¬ 
sils land adenoids should re¬ 
ceive consideration. There are 
other reasons for attending to 
these conditions, but not the 
least important has to do with 
the preservation of the sense 
of hearing.
